B y using sparrows instead of pig­ 


eons the trap shooters w ill be joining 
efforts w itli members of various pro­ 


tective societies which are now stric- 
ing to prevent the birds d rivin g the 
native birds away, alw ays follow ing 
the introduction of En g lish sparrows. 
If a prem ium is once put on trap ­ 
ping the sparrow it is thought that 
they can soon be reduced in num ­ 
bers. A law was one»* in force in this 
state putting a bounty of 2 cents a 


head on them. The bill was repealed 
because of tin* danger from indiscrim 
inate use of weapons in the hands of 
boys. 
Members of th«* various gun clubs 
of the state are backing the bill be- 
caus«* the live bird game has alw ays 


proved popular. Opposition to pigeon 
shooting arose not so much because 
of fh»> k illin g of the pigeons, which 
v i if! have to be done 
anyw ay, in 
case fli»' hirtls were used for m arket, 
as because there wag a great deal of 
needless slaughter at the game when 
the carcasses were not put to any 
use. This stirred up violent opposi­ 
tion.
